Sir—I have the honor to present a report of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages for the year 1887. 


POPULATION. 


The estimated mean population of South Australia proper is 308,536. 
In former estimates it has been the custom to include the population of 
the Northern Ter:itory (European and Chinese), and also the aborigines. 
At the last census (1851) the former numbered 4,521, and the latter were 
estimated at 6,346. Assuming ‘that there has been no change in these 
since the census, the population of the whole colony is 319,703. It 
has been found that, owing to the difficulty of obtaining information 
relating to the Chinese in the Northern Territory, and to the aborigines in 
outlying districts, the inclusion of their supposed number tends to the 
introduction of error in the calculations in reference to the more settled 
portions of the province. The figures have therefore been separately 
dealt with. The estimate of the population of South Australia has 
hitherto been calculated by taking the number for the previous year, 
adding to it the natural increase from excess of births over deaths, and 
the excess of immigration over emigration by ships at the different 
ports. The overland traffic to and from the colony was small, and the 
one was supposed to balance the other. In former years this proved 
satisfactory as was shown at the last census, when the estimate of my 
predecessor was remarkably close to the census returns. The increasing 
facilities for overland travelling will prevent so near an approach to 
accuracy in future, unless reports can be had from the railway officials 
similar to those now supplied from the ports. ‘The line between Adelaide 
and Melbourne, and that between Adelaide and Silverton, are the main 
roads of overland traffic, and it is to be regretted that the railway 
authorities consider it to be ‘‘impracticable’’ to furnish returns. At 
present the office has no means of obtaining information. 

During the last two or three years there have been more than the 
usual migrations of population from one place to another. ‘This, in my 
judgment, has caused the plan adopted by the Registrar-General of 
England for estimating fluctuations in local population inapplicable to 
the conditions now existing in the province. ‘The officers of the depart- 
ment spent some months in the latter parts of 1886 and in the beginning 
of 1887 in estimating from such data as were available the probable 
changes in local populations caused by these migrations. The results 
were adopted in the first quarterly report for 1887 as probably more 
accurate than the figures arrived at by the English mode of calculation 
which had previously been followed. The difficulties of estimating local 
populations willincrease every year until a new census afford anew basis 
for calculation. ‘The figures representing the whole population of the 
colony are as reliable as in former years, those representing the local 
distribution of such population must be regarded as approximate only, 
but sufficiently accurate for practical purposes. 

In former reports some of the calculations of ratios were made on the 
basis of figures as they appeared in the census returns of 1881, without 
any references to changes that had occurred since that period; others 
were calculated on an estimate in which these changes were taken into 
account. It is obvious that, in a young and rising community, the rapid 
changes that occur in a comparatively short period render the first method 
inapplicable. My predecessor had begun gradually to change his methods 
in this particular, and in the first quarterly report for 1887 it was 
intimated that from that period all estimates would be made on a 
basis in which the changes since the last census would be brought into 
calculation. 

BIRTHS. 


The registered births numbered 10,831. In 1884, 1885, and 1886, the 
births were 11,847, 12,046, and 11,147 respectively. 

The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 6,887; or 2:2 
per cent. of the estimated population at the beginning of the year. 

The birth-rate to every 1,000 persons living was 35:07; the lowest 
recorded in any of the preceding ten years. 

In the first quarter of the year the births were 2,608; the rate per 
1,000 of the population 8-48. In the second quarter the births were 
2,836; the rate 9-22. In the third quarter the births*were 2,924; the 
rate 9°45. Inthe fourth quarter the births were 2,463; the rate 7-91. 


With the exception of the third quarter the birth-rate was lower than 
in 1886. 

Compared with 1886, the decrease in the district of Adelaide was 154; 
in Norwood, 17; Port Adelaide, 16; Daly, 94; Mount Barker, 19; 
Barossa, 26; Gilbert, 32; Burra, 12; Clare, 100; Frome, 6. In Hind- 
marsh there is an increase of 70; Grey, 25; Morphett Vale, 42; 
Nairne, 9; Talunga, 3; Gawler, 17; Angaston, 9; Kapunda, 32; 
Flinders, 111. : 

The births of males numbered 4,666: of females, 5,165. The pro- 

portion of male births to 100 female births is 109-7. This proportion 
is unusually large, and has been exceeded but once in the ten preceding 
years. 
" The illegitimate births numbered 270. In the years from i883 to 
1886, the illegitimate births numbered 196, 249, 292, and 266 re- 
spectively. In 1887 the proportion of illegitimate births to 1,000 
persons living was -$7; to 1,000 unmarried women, at ages between 
15 and 45 years, 8°7; to 100 of the whole number of births registered 
in the year, 2°49. 

The illegitimate births in Adelaide and suburbs were 198, an in- 
crease of 15 above the number of last year ; the rate to 1,000 of population 
being 1-75; to 1,000 of total births, 51. 


DEATHS. 


The registered deaths numbered 3,944. This is the lowest number of 
deaths recorded since 1880, when they were 3,912. ; 

The death-rate per 1,000 of the population is 12°77; and with the 
exception of that of 1885, which was 12°48, is the lowest in the ten 
years from 1878. In England the death-rate for 1887 was 18-8 per 1,000. 

The deaths in the district of Adelaide were 1,240, a decrease of 140: 
on those of the preceding year; in Norwood the decrease was 35; in 
Daly, 61; Grey, 25; Nairne, 12; Kapunda, 37; Burra, 24; Frome, 31. 

In the city of Adelaide and suburbs, within a radius of ten miles, the 
whole number of deaths for the year was 1,849; the rate per 1,000 of 
the estimated population being 16°49.

and the death-rate per 1,000 of the population was 16°54. 

Of the whole number of deaths in the province the males numbered 
2,240; the females, 1,704—the former exceeding the latter by 536. To 
every 100 death of females, the deaths of males were 131:4. In 1886 
the excess of the deaths of males was 464; and the proportion to 100 
deaths of females 124-6.

In these three days the infantile death-rate per 100 of the whole number 
Tf deaths under one year of age, in January, was 32°5; the death-rate 
at one year and above, 29°2. On the 38rd, 6th, and 7th, with the maxi- 
mum at 106°, 102°2°, "and 106°, and the minimum 50-58°, 65°, and 70° 
respectively, the deaths were, 8, 6, and 6. Throughout the other day 

of the month the minimum rate ‘does not exceed 73° 3, and the maximum’ 
97-9 ; and the deaths were comparatively few. Onthe 15th there was but 
one death, the maximum and minimum heat being 73°3 and 56-8. The 
20th is peculiar, as haying a high number of deaths, and the heat-range 
moderate. 

The mortality in this month resulted chiefly from dentition, convul- 
sions, atrophy, and diarrhea. 

In December the highest heat-rate, both minimum and maximum, was 
75°8 and 98-1, on the 13th, when the deaths numbered 8. On the day 
before, the 12th, with a lower thermometrical degree the deaths were 14— 
the highest number on any oneday. Though the figures, both in degrees 
of heat and actual mortality, on any one day or consecutive days, are not 
so excessive as in January, yet the total deaths (241), both with respect 
to ages ‘‘ under one year,’’ and ‘one year and above,’’ exceed those of 
January (214). It is remarkable that the highest, lowest, and mean 
temperature of January are each above the highest, lowest, and mean 
temperature of December. (In January the Adelaide city death-rate 
was 1°5 per 1,000 of inhabitants; in December, 2°7.)

Of the zymotic diseases measles was fatal in two cases and scarlatina 
in seven. It was ascertained that, although these diseases have occurred 
in different parts of the colony, they have been prevented assuming the 
character of an epidemic. During the last three years the deaths from 
measles have been only eleven, and from scarlatina only twenty-four. 
Whooping cough has been fatal in thirty cases, against ninety -three in 
1886. The deaths from diphtheria were fifty-nine, being a diminution 
of thirty. The deaths from enteric fever were 143, being an increase of 
sixty on those in 1886. The deaths from simple cholera and diarrheal 
diseases were 361, against 328 in 1886. Of this number 262 were 
deaths of infants under one year old. 

Diphtheri ia.—Of the fifty- -nine deaths from diphtheria, twenty-seven 
occurred in corporate towns with an aggregate population of 110,431, 
being at the rate of -24 per 1,010 inhabitants, and 14 per 1,000 of the 
total deaths. In the other parts of the colony the rate per 1,000 
inhabitants was -16, and of the total deaths, 15 per 1,000. It is inter- 
esting to note that, with the exception of two deaths at Mount Gambier, 
all the fatal cases in corporate towns occurred within ten miles of 
Adelaide. 

Typhoid Fever.—The deaths from this disease have been more 
numerous than in any year since 1882. The total number was 143, 
against 93 in 1886, and 132 in 1885. The increase is due chiefly to 
deaths of males, which were nearly double those of females, the numbers 
being 94 and 49, respectively.

A comparison with the report "for 1885 shows that the greater part of 
the increase occurred in deaths of men between 20 and 40 years old. 
The number of deaths from this cause in each month was—January, 17 ; 
February, 27; March, 19; April, 28; May, 19; June, 8; July, 4; 
August, 5; September, 4; October, 2; N ovember, 3; December, 7. 
The proportion of deaths from this cause to every 1, 600 ‘inhabitants was 
-46, and to every 1,009 deaths from all causes, 36. In the corporate 
towns the deaths w ere 75, being at the rate of -68 per 1,000 inhabitants, 
and 39 per 1,000 of the total deaths. Of persons resident in the city of 
Adelaide, the mortality from typhoid per 1,000 was a little over -46, the 
rate per i 000 deaths being 28. In Adelaide and suburbs, i.e. within a 
radius of ten miles, the rate per 1,000 living was -51, and of all deaths, 
-31. In England, in 1887, the death-rate from fever, mostly typhoid, 


was *2 per 1,000 inhabitants. It is encouraging to note the diminution 
of the English rate since attention has been directed to sanitation. In 
the three preceding decennial periods the average fever rate of mortality 
was °91, °89, and °5; in the first seven years of the current decennium 
it has not exceeded *25. 

During the year a record has been kept of the usual residences of 
persons who have died from typhoid, the object being to ascertain in what 
locality the disease was contracted. It is found that one death only has 
been reported from each of many townships scattered in all parts of the 
colony. Two deaths are recorded from each of the following places :— 
Sturt, Blinman, Crystal Brook, Port Adelaide, Thebarton, Dublin, 
Unley, Parkside, Wallaroo, Moonta Mines, Hackney; three from Norwood 
and Hindmarsh; four from Quorn and Strangw ays Springs; eight from 
Wallaroo Mines; twelve from Teetulpa; and sixteen from Adelaide. It 
is probable that of the sixteen cases reported from Adelaide some are 
included who had come to Adelaide from other places for treatment; it 
has not always been possible to obtain full information. In an analysis 
of the tables it is found that, excluding deaths which occurred in 
Adelaide and suburbs, the number of deaths from typhoid in the whole 
of the colony south of Adelaide was seven only ; the deaths in the nor- 
thern portion were seventy-seven.

Hydatids.—Yhe deaths from hydatids were nine. Of these four are 
reported in the Adelaide district. two in the Norwood, two in the Daly, 
and one in the Strathalbyn district. 

Dietic Diseases.—Of the fifty-four deaths from this cause, thirty-nine 
are reported as having occurred in infants under one year old from star- 
vation (want of breast milk). The other fifteen deaths were caused by 
drunkenness. It must be remembered that the greater number of deaths 
from diarrhea in infants rightly belong to this class ; but the certificates 
of causes of death furnished to the office do not supply data for classifi- 
cation. 

Constitutional Diseases.—Of the causes of death, cancer ranks tenth in 
the order of fatality. The deaths from this disease were 110, against 
104 in 1886. Of these fifty-nine were of males and fifty-one of females. 
The youngest male was under twenty-five years old, and the oldest was 
beyond eighty. The youngest female was eight years old, and the oldest 
beyond eighty.

Tuberculosis.—One death in the proportion of every 8} of the total 
deaths in the colony was caused by tubercle. If the modern belief that 
tuberculosis is caused by a bacillus which is communicable under certain 
conditions, the statistics show that this microbe is the most formidable 
which has to be contended with in Australia. Its localization in diffe- 
rent organs may be learned from the following figures :—

A review of five years from 1883-87 shows, that in the first half of 
the year the deaths from phthsis (774) are considerably under those of 
the last half of the year (902). Inno single year do the deaths in the 
first quarter exceed the deaths in the third and fourch; and only in one 
instance (83 for 81 in 1884) in the second quarter is there an excess.

Developmental Diseases.—The deaths from these were 430, against 
407 in 1886. Of this number 104 were due to premature birth, 32 to 
structural defects, and 304 to old age. 


Local Diseases.—One thousand six hundred and twenty-five deaths 
were registered under this class. Of these 423 occurred in children 
under one year old; 126 of these children died from convulsions, 10 
from diseases of the respiratory organs, and 75 from dentition. It is 
noticeable that the deaths from insanity are again largely in excess, the 
number being 47, against 35 in 1886, and against 114, which was the 
average of the preceding ten years. Of the deaths from diseases of 
respiration the diminution in the number of deaths from croup noticed in 
the report for 1886 has continued, the number being the same as for last 
year. 

Violence.—From this cause the deaths were 186 of males, and 43 of 
females; 22 men and 7 women committed suicide. There were 198 
deaths from accident and 2 from homicide. 


Til-defined Causes.—It is to be regretted that the assigned causes of 
death are frequently so indefinite that it is necessary to retain a special 
division for such as cannot be classified under their proper headings. 
Terms like dropsy, tumor, abscess, inanition, used alone, convey imper- 
fect information for registration, and when used in certificates without 
other information, indicate carelessness or want of knowledge. Two 
hundred and sixty four deaths are set down to debility, atrophy, and 
inanition. Of these 231 occurred in infants under one year old, and if 
they had been more carefully described they would doubless have been 
registered in some of the better defined classes of disease. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages number 1,977; those of 1886 were 1,976. 
The marriage-rate or persons married to 1,000 population is 12:80; 
the marriage-rate of 1886 was 12°45.

The marriages in the quarters of the year were—in the first quarter, 
518; in the second, 446; in the third, 478; in the fourth, 535. In the 


first and second quarters of the year the marriages were below those of 
1886; in the third and fourth they are in excess. 

Persons married under 20 years numbered 322, a decrease of 51 on 
1886. Under 25 years the numbers were 1,692; men, 654 (a decrease 
of 63) ; women, 1,037 (an increase of 13), under 30 years the numbers 
are—men, 747, in the place of 735; women, 421, in the place of 362; 
under 35 years—men, 290, for 246; women, 103, for 98; under 40 
years, 137, for 104; women, 41, for 456. In the above-named ages a 
decrease in both sexes is shown in the lowest age, and in the number of 
men under 25; in the other ages there is a greater or less increase. In. 
the ages 45 to 55 there is a decrease in both sexes throughout. The 
highest ages at which marriage was contracted were 76 and 84, men ; 
the lowest ages 14 and 15, women. 

To i,000 of the whole number of persons married, the following table

Though the number of persons married in 1887 and 1886 is identical 
the rates at the different ages were much changed. The lower rates in the 
present year in the ages of women, ‘‘15 and under 20”’ and “35 and 
under 45,’’ have increased the rate 3 per 1,000 in the ages 20 and 25; 
13 per 1,000 in the ages 25 and under 30; and 1 per 1,000 in the ages 
30 and under 35. In the marriage-rate of men at the ages 20 and under 
25, the decrease is 16 per 1,000; in the following ages there is an in- 
crease of 3 per 1,000 under 25; 11 under 35; 8 under 40. The second 
marriages numbered 277; an increase of 9 over those of 1886. In the 
divisions tabulated the marriages of widowers and spinsters were 122 
and 121; widowers and widows, 75 and 76; bachelors and widows, 79 
and 72, in the year 1887 and 1886 respectively. The signatures by 
mark in the marriage orders are 78; 43 of men, 35 of women. The 
decrease compared with 1886 is 49; those of men being 17 less; those 
of women, 32. The signatures by mark in 186 and 1887 respectively, 
were in the ages under 20, 10 and 2; under 25, 45 and 21; under 30, 
18 and 28.
